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Claims 1-29 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: (Claims 1 and 24) Prior art fails to discloses a stent formed by 
serpentine bands, where peaks of the bands have a single spline extending toward the 
adjacent band and the splines cross a common stent circumference with reciprocating 
splines. The splines and reciprocating splines of Kim (US 6,270,524 to Kim) do not 
cross one common circumference, but rather are spaced longitudinally from one 
another. (Claim 11) Prior art fails to disclose or suggest a stent with connected 
serpentine bands where a single spline extends from a side of a peak, is separated 
from the adjacent band in the compressed state, but contacts the adjacent band in the 
expanded state.
